Safy or Sopbia, appears next, a town ſituated on a 
hill; but drives a larger trade than Sancta Cruz. 

Salle, ſituated 35 leagues fouth-weft of Cape Spartel. 
It is divided into two towns, the old and the new; it 
is called by the natives Arbat. There's a very good 
harbour, and a ſtrong caſtle well ſtored with guns, if 
the Moors knew how to make uſe of them. The town 

is large, and well inhabited, but the walls are all de- 
| SiG act I obſerved the ruins of a church, the 
Reeple yet ſtanding a noble fine Gothic building. The 
chief trade of this town confiſts in the prizes that are, 
brought in by their gallies, 

About ſeven leagues more to the north flands Mam: | 
mora, once poſſeſſed by the Spaniards, It ſands in a 
bottom ſurrounded with mountains, which renders the 
air very unwhol:ſome, by reaſon of the exceflive heat; 
but the bay js 10 fine, large, and ſecure from all winds. 
This town is geherally the high road to En the 
preſent capital of Morocco. 

The next port northward is Larache, a town of 2 
pleaſant ſituation, and ſtrongly fortified ; but, to the 
eternal infary of the Spaniards, delivered up to Iſmael 
aſter a ſiege of five moons; two thouſand ſoldiers and 
an hundred officers taken priſoners : a ſufficient force - 
to have defended it againſt the powers of Muley Imaet, 
for they neither wanted proviſions nor ammunitt- 
on. Bat we ſhall leave n . er cowardſe, 
and £0 8 
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Arxilla, or Azilath about twelve leagues more north. 


A place only famed for tobacco, which they ſeldom Th 


trade abroad for, having ſufficient vent for it among 


the natives of Morocco; and as we have but little buſi- 7 


_ neſs with it, well come to 
Tangier as faſt as we can, a fine Jarge, well-fortified 
city, when in the hands of the Exg/i; but ſince they 


have left it, and raiſed the fortifications, the Moors 


have not thougt fit to repair it. 


The next, Zaffarina, is a place of very little note, 
and therefore we ſhall 1 no obſervations concern- | 


ing it. 4 
The laſt is Tetuan, a town fe 1 within land, 
without any fortification, The inhabitants came ori- 


ginally from the province of Andaluſia in Spain, as in- 
deed did moſt of the Maors on the ſea coaſt of Africa. 
They are white men, pretty well civilized, very kind 


to ſtrangers and Chriſtians, and pay but little regard to 
the emperor of Morocco. 


As to the nature of the inhabitants, they are moſt 


of a tawny complection, of a lazy, idle diſpoſition, 


and curfed with all the vices of mankind, miftruſtful _ 
to the laſt degree, falſe, jealous, and the very POE 35 


of ignorance. They ſtyle themſelves Malſelmen, or 


true believers, yet their word is not to be relied upen 


on any occaſion. The Moors are generally but indif- 


ferent ſoldiers, and but ſeldom brave. They are of- 
ten famed in the Span/5 hiftories for men of gallantry. 


but T could never find them inclined that Way. They 


manage a herſe, it muſt be confeſſed, with a great 


deal of dexterity. They abominate the Chriſtians, 
for the very word ſignifies in their language dag; and 
are continually ſeeking means to deſtroy them. Ma- 
homet has taught them in his Alcoras, that all of his 


faith who die fighting againſt the Chriſtians, imme- 


lieh enter into paradiſe i in triumph; nay, even their

my opinion, have but a ſad time on't: yet the huſband. 
is obliged to keep all their children. They eſteem 
idiots and aaturals to be ſaints, if they are men; for 
they believe the women have no ſouls, and are only 
formed for propagation. They will not allow them 
to enter their moſques, becauſe they eſteem them un- 
capable of being received into heaven; yet they ſay 
their prayers at home, and on Fridays refort to the 
places of burial, to weep over the graves of their de- 
ecaſed friends clothed in blue, which is their mourn» 
ing. They hire profeſſed mourners to grieve and cry. 
at the graves of their relations, and howl over them, 
as I have heard the Li; aſking them why they would 
die when they were provided with every thing that was 
neceſſary in this world. Their time is ſpent in eating, 
drinking, ſleeping, dallying with their women, horſes, 
and prayers, for they never learn to read, and are 

forbid gaming, and even their prayers are hurried 
over ſo flothfully, as if they were aſleep, _ | 
They have uſually a firing of beads in their baods, 
like the Remen Catholics; and to every bead they have 

a ſhort prayer, which as they repeat, they drop thro” 
their Fogers, The prayer conſilis only in different 
attributes of God, as Cod is great, God is good, God is 
infinite. God is merciful I he emperor of theſe wretches 
only differs from his ſubjects in a larger propenſity to 
their il! qualities, with the addition of à degree of 
cruelty and avarice I was told that during his twenty

Every nation is amazed to find his ſubjects ſo ſub- 
miſſive and patient under ſo ex eſſive and cruel a ty.

The king had one of theſe horſes, which I have 


ſeen always finely capariſoned, and a-ſlave to attend 
who carried a pot and cloth to keep him clean. All 


the horſes that are thus ſanctified are uſually freed from 


all manner of ſervice, and it the owner. cannot afford 


to keep it, Which often happens, there is penſion 


ſettled upon them by the Mufti.

I could not forbear ſmiling to ſee the providence 
of the Moors. Walking one day about a mile from 
Meguinez, it began to rain prodigiouſſy I got under 
A tree to ſhelter myſelf from the tempeſt. But | ob- 
ſerved ſeveral of the natives undreſs themfelves with 
a great deal of precipitation, make up their clothes in 
a bundle, and fit on them ſtark naked; and all their 
care was to keep them from the wet, leaving their 
naked bodies expoſed to the fury of the ſtorm. When 
it ceaſed, they walked a little 1 till their bodies 
were dry, and then dreſſed themſelves, If a man 
were to do ſo in England, he would be counted a 
madman, or a fool, yet I muſt own I thought them 
in the right; for be the ſtorm ever ſo violent, yet 
when it is over, they purſue their journey with dry 
cloaths on their backs. Fe they have one conveni- 
ency, they are dreſt and undreſt in half a minute.

veral redoubts, where they keep conſtant guard. 


They pay no other taxes hut the church tiches, - 


which they'll be ſure not to loſe; and for religion, 
they had but one frier when 1 was there ; and all his 
2 261-9905" rang was informed, only to Teceive his 
tenths.

A Frenchman told me a pleaſant ſtory of one of the

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Ve arfchored firſt within a bow-ſhot of the iſland of 


; Pals in even fatham water: but we were inform- 


ae the beſt place to water our ſhip, was two leagues 
beyond the iſland of St. Catherine. We had our pre- 
ſent wants ſupplied from the continent, though not 
enough to water the ſhip; fo we reſolved to ſteer for 


the watering place, in the bay of Arazatiba. 
We ſteered between the iſland and the continent, 
and all the way on each fide we diſcovered a beavtiful 


proſpect of houſes environed with natural woods and 


groves, which gave the eye a vaſt delight, When 
we approached the way of Aragatiba, we perceived 2 
ſhip with Ezg/; colours, with her anchor a peak, in 
order to diſcover who we were. I immediately hoiſted 
Eaglih colours, but prepared for an engagement, as 
imagining her. to be French, or ſome Eagi pirate; 
for there was war between the two nations: but 1 
found i it was a privateer, commanded by captain Dam- 
pier, 'who made me a viſit, after having hailed us. 


When he was on board, he uſed many perſuaſions to 
engage me to conſort with him, and fellow the apr 


neſs of privateering; but 1 told him, I had other a 
fairs to manage. After I had treated him handſoml 
with what the ſhip afforded, he took his leave, and 
invited me to dine on board his veſſel the next day. 1 


gave bim my promiſe to wait en him, and [ accofd- 


ingly went, where I was very handſomely treated; 


and there we agreed two days after to make an enter- 


tainment jointly for the officers of both ſhips on ſhore 
and the day aſter that for the reſt of the crew, 


In order to this 1 commanded a large tent to be 


pitched, capable of holding fifty perſons; and we 
ſtrove who ſhould ſend the moſt materials on ſhore for 
our feaſt.

Within the ſuburbs 
is a fine public walk, beautified with orange trees, and 
in the evening is crouded with the heſt company of the 
city, Although this city is ſo beautiful, it was moſtly 
deſtroyed by an earthquake in the year 1682. There 
are no leſs than fifty. ſeven churches and chapels, with 
thoſe that are in the monaſteries in this city, and 
twenty. four monaſteries for men, and twelve for wo- 
men.
